Group Checking 
2 Airport Sites 


Riley Declares 


East Location 
Best in Upland 


Upland Planning commission 
last night decided to communicate 
with the Civil Aeronautics author- 
ity to determine the best airport 
site in Upland and to get recom- 
mendations of the San Bernardino 
county planning commission and 
cpinions of army air force officers 
at the Ontario base and then call 
a special meeting to consider zon- 
ing changes involved. 

Elmer A. Riley of Los Angeles, 
who proposes to construct an air- 
port for private flying, told the 
commission last night that the lo- 
cation at Campus avenue between 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth streets is 
the best suited Upland site. 

Dewey M. Cable of San Dimas 
has asked the county planning 
comission to approve a location 
between Foothill boulevard and 
Thirteenth street, west of Benson 
avenue, and the county commis- 
sion has appointed a committee to 
visit the site and make a recom- 
mendation March 30. 

The Upland Planning commis- 
sion will endeavor to determine 
whether or not the Civil Aeronaut- 
ics commission would approve both 
airports, or either one, or would 
favor some other location. 





RILEY AT MEETING 


Mr. Riley told the commission 
that he made application to the 
CAA for permission to locate his 
airport at the Campus avenue site 
after he had discussed the pro- 
posal with the planning commis- 
sion and the Upland city council 
and that the CAA has referred it 





He said 85 per cent of the air- 
planes taking off from his field 
would turn shortly west of Cam- 
pus avenue without approaching 
Euclid &venue and that planes fly- 
ing over Euclid avenue would at- 
tain an altitude of 400 feet. Turns 
could be made at between 250 to 
800 ?eet, he said. 

He declared the location east of 
Fuclid avenue is preferable to one 
west of Euclid because winds 
would blow noise and dirt north- 
easterly. Planes taking off from 
an airport west of Upland would 
fly over Claremont or San Dimas 
or would have to circle back over 
Euclid avenue, he added, whereas 
pianes taking off from the Cam- 
pus avenue site could circle and 
tly over washlard. 


GRADING COST $9,000 : 


If a heavy transport plane made 
a forced landing and then took off 
again, he said, it would fly low 
over Euclid’ avenue, but he added 
that such occurrences would be 
rare. 

His runway, he said, could be 
moved 800 to 1000 feet farther 
eastward to eliminate the neces- 
sity of any plane flying low over 
the Euclid avenue treetops but the 
grading cost would be greater, ‘he 
stated. | 

Mr. Riley said the grading could 
be done at a cost of $8000 to $9000 
and said he would do the work 
and pay out the money if the city 
wonld reimburse him to that ex- 
tent. 

Mrs. J. J. Nolan pointed out 
that Mr. Cable proposed to finance 
his airport without Upland city 
assistance, but Mr. Riley said that 
if Upland shared in the cost of 
his project “it would be the same 
as a municipally-owned airport; 
anybody could land on it; you 
could hold the lease on it and I 
vould rent it from you.” 


WILL CONSULT CAA 

Charles W. Eliot, planning con- 
sultant, suggested that inasmuch 
as both airports overlap into un- 
incorporated areas, a | 
dation should be obtained from 
the county planning commission. 

City Attorney Edward E. Gray 
declared army officers at the On- 
tario base would have a wide gen. | 
eral knowledge of airport use andj 
might offer suggestions. 

Mr. Riley commented that Civil 
Aeronaautics authority regulations 
are strict and that ‘if it approves 
a site there is not much likelihood 
that it would constitute a nuis- 
ance to anyone. 

Chairman Frank Davis said the 








commission could make inquiries | 


of the aeronautics authority and 
Mr. Gray said he would make 
them.

Endorse Addition 
To School Building 


Wiley W. Mather and City Man- 
ager Richard G. Manley were ap- 
pointed last night by Chairman 
Frank Davis to represent the Up- 
land Planning commission in the 
request of Harold W. Cook, sup- 
erintendent of Upland schools, for 
commission endorsement of the 
school district’s application for 
federal funds to help finance con- 
struction of two classrooms and 
a lavatory at the Upland Element- 
ary school. 

The school addition was recom- 
mended recently by the Upland 
school district board of trustees 
to make room for Parkside hous- 
ing project children. 

Mr. Davis reported Mr. Cook 
had asked the commission to en- 
dorse the construction job and to 
send three copies of its recom- 
mendation to the federal works 
agency. 

Mr. Mather and Mr. Manley 
were authorized to discuss the 
matter with Mr. Cook and to make 
the recommendation to the gov- 
ernment agency if they approve. 








Mexicans Ask 





Play Facilities 


A request that recreational fa- 
cilities be provided Mexican chil- 
dren was made to the Upland 
Planning commission last night in 
a letter from three Mexican lodges 
presented by Joe Valadez. 

Such a meexing piace, the. let- 
ter pointed out, would help make 
the children better Americans and 
would check a tendency noted in 
other communities of older chil- 
dren congregating in gangs. 

“The condition of the older chil- 
dren is urgent,’ the letter said, 
“and we hope with the coopera- 
tion of the city and others to start 
a program in whatever quarters 
that can be found.” ' 

The three lodges, Aliancia, Pro- 
gresista and Zaragosa, are also in 
need of a meeting place, the let- 
ter said, and suggested the one 
center might serve all needs. 

It was brought: out that Mexi- 
cans have been able to hold meet- 
ings from time to time in the Los 
Olivos housing project commun- 
ity hall and in the Girl Scout 
house by careful scheduling,, but 
that those meeting places are us- 
ually needed for other purposes. 

The letter also requested the 
commission's assistance in the 
elimination of segregation in the 
schools, in providing employment 
opportunities for Mexican people, 
particularly returning service men, 
and in enabling them to live in 
adequate homes. 

A map of. Upland showing 
standard and sub-standard Mexi- 
can housing, prepared by Douglas 
Black, was delivered by Mr. Val- 
adez to the commission. 

Wiley M. Mather, Dr. Lilian F. 
Baxter and Chairman Frank 
Daves, the commission’s recrea- 
tion committee, agreed to meet 
next week to consider the mat- 
ters.
